"Influence Verdict" 
Judge Shughart's said, in his 
seven page opinion, "Under all the 
circumstances we are in grave 
doubt as to whether or not the 
article did influence the verdict 
and we feel, therefore, that in the 
interest of justice a new trial 
must be granted.” 
The jurist said that, in the 
Golden trial, "there would be suf­ 
ficient testimony to support the 
verdict (of the jury) aside from 
apy effect that the newspaper 
article may have had. Such, how­ 
ever. is not enough." 
The opinion ruled that before 
the jury began hearing the testi­ 
mony on October 13 one of the 
jurors was excused by agreement 
of counsel, having been found to 
be related to one of the Goldens.

MOST DOROUGH 
EMPLOYES TO 
GET INCREASE 
IN THEIR PAY 


Many Gettysburg borough em­ 
ployes will get a pay raise March 
16 as a result of action taken by 
the borough council at its meet­ 
ing Monday evening in the engine 
house. 
Borough 
Engineer LeRoy 
H. 
Winebrenner and Chief of Police 
Jack Bartlett had their pay raised 
from $4,000 a year to $4,300. 
The pay for the highway de­ 
partment foreman was increased

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - Four 
masked white youths hung a Ne­ 
gro man from a tree by his heels 
Monday night and scratched two 
series of KKKs into his chest and 
stomach after beating him with 
chains, the Negro told police. 
Felton Turner, 27, said he freed 
himself from ropes around his 
ankles and wrist* staggered to a 
nightwatchman'* shack and tele­ 
phoned police. 
A doctor at 
Jefferson Davis 
Hospital said Turner was treated 
and released this morning. 
The six Ks ranged from I Vt 
inches to 3 inches in length and 
went from Turner’s chest to his 
stomach, the doctor said. Rope 
marks were on the Negro** wrists 
and ankles. 
Seized By Youths 
Police said Turner told them he 
was walking near his home in a 
Negro residential area at 10:15 
p.m. 
when 
two 
masked 
white 
youths leaped from a car and 
grabbed him. They carried guns 


and forced him into the back seat 
of a sedan. 
Two other masked white youths 
were in the front seat, Turner 
told officers. 
Turner said he struggled to free 
himself but the youths gagged him 
and heat him to the floor with 
chain*. 
They took him to a wooded area 
where he was tied and hung from 
the tree by bus heels, he said. 
There they beat him with chains 
and rope, cut off his jacket and 
shirt and scratched the Ks on his 
.stomach and chest with a knife. 
Not Self-Inflicted 
As the white youths were leav. 
ins one of them told Turner that 
if he tried to escape one of them 
would kill him, the Negro said. 
Turner worked the ropes off his 
feet and hands and made Ins way 
to

Police Lf. Breckenridge Porter 
said Turner’s wounds could not 
have been self-inflicted.
